HE recent ‘currency arrangement, 
designed ‘to secure multilateral 
trade-in Europe and to use Marshall 
dollars in such.a way that. one 
nation should not think it vain to 
achieve an export surplus with her 
neighbour, is of the greatest impor- 
tance, But It only makes a begin- 
ning, There is slill a long way to 
go before the nations of Europe can 
regard each other’s currencies 98 
completely “hard"; and further to 
go, before these currencies become 
freely convertible into déllars. 


Yet both of these are objectives 
which should not be postponed until 
the ‘distant future. Every ifort 
should be made to achleve them os 
quickly as possible, The nations 
should .aim ‘at’ setting up «joint 
machinery designed to do so, 


Success will not, however, be won 
if the balance ‘of payments problem 
ig regarded os a purely external onc. 
The root cause Is fhe excess of i- 
ternal demand.
